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GROWIIVG PAINS 


mHAT republican gathering in Chicago, attended 
by a Nebraska delegation headed by Ira D. 
Beynon, former Gov ernor Samuel McKelv ie, and 
John Quinn is undertaking « most important and 
v aluable work. 
It is endeav oring to put the republican party 
organization squarely on record against isolation. 
Undertaken this early it may av oid the tragic 
dev elopment« of the post-war period following the 
armistice of 1918. 
In that historic campaign ot 
1920, former Gov ernor James M. Cox undertook 
to awaken America to the v ital necessity of par­ 
ticipation in world affairs. 
He made such ■ 
v aliant and such a courageous flfht, and such R 
futile battle. For the American people were weary. 
They tossed aside the flaming Idealism that had 
carried them into the war to check and to destroy 
the danger of military threats. 
They were weary 
physically, and spiritually, or at least thought they 
were, and ov erwhelmingly they committed them­ 
selv es to the false security of isolation. 
And here was one wing of the republican party, 
headed by its isolationists, shouting against any 
American recognition of its responsibility; and an­ 
other wing shouting equally v ociferously for inter­ 
national recognition. 
Neither one shouted long 
enough or felt deeply enough to interfere with the 
v ictory. 
This may be the condition which confronts 
America next year, or at the close of the war. 
Isolation itself respects no party labels. 
It cut* 
in and through both parties. 
These republicans who hav e undertaken to 
place their party squarely on record, unmistakenly 
clearly on record for full participation in binding 
up the wounds of the world, and endeav oring 
to bring about a permanent peace, know full weh 
the danger of such a course. 
For it is inev itabit 
that the party in power must bear the weight of 
discontent, of irritation, and of griev ance. 
The 
party out of power inherits that v oting strength. 
But if the party out of power places itself on 
record to adopt and to maintain a foreign policy 
that may differ In details but Is the same in the 
essence and spirit, then the party out of power 
driv es from its ranks all of those to whom isolation 
is the foremost sacred cow. 
There are many of 
them. They are quiet now, waiting only for their 
hour, but they will be more v ocal later on. And 
their deepest conv ictions upon isolation recognize 
no compromise. There is no such thing as being 
in the world, and yet out of the world. 
Either 
one is in, or one is out. 
The Chicago meeting, 
at which Nebraska was ably represented, is 
a 
notable dev elopment.

happened to the indiv idual’s conv ictions?”

Was one of the im­ 
pelling motiv es back of LB 204 the desire to re­ 
tain the present management of the Nebraska 
Power company to operate the generating and dis­ 
tribution facilities after they had been acquired 
by the people of Omaha? If not, then why wasn’t 
it possible for the people of Omaha to proceed 
with the purchase of the properties of the Ne­ 
braska Power company under the prov isions of 
SF 310? Wasn’t the limitation in salary of $5,000 
a year one of the stumbling blocks in the reten­ 
tion of the serv ices of the present management? 
The matter of taxes has been brought forward. 
Isn’t it true that the Consumers Public Power dis­ 
trict, under legislativ e act, has made payments in 
lieu of taxes in the exact amount paid to different 
political subdiv isions in Nebraska by the priv ate 
companies which they acquire?

DISEASE SOMETIMES AFFECTS 
POSITION ASSUMED IN SLEEP 
During 
his 
last 
illness 
the 
eminent English physician, 
Sir, 
Astley Paston Cooper, expressed 
a wish that after his death his 
body ■0^ould be examined at au­ 
topsy. He particularly alluded to 
four points for inv estigation: 
a 
cured oblique inguinal hernia, 
a 
cured umbilical hernia, some sus­ 
pected indication of tuberculosis 
in his youth and his inability to 
sleep while lying on the left side. 
Paiillng Points Settled. 
The greet adv ances in the sci­ 
ence of pathology since Sir A.st- 
ley’s day, with the accumulation 
of knowledge that has resulted 
from the enlightened attitude of 
the public about the desirability 
of autopsies, hav e settled all the 
points that may hav e puzzled Sir 
Astley about his hernias and his 
tuberculosis. 
We know all about the pathol­ 
ogy and nature of these diseases 
now, or at least we hav e a prac­ 
tically complete working knowl­ 
edge. 
But the old 
controv ersy 
about sleeping on the side or the 
back or the abdomen still pops up. 
As a matter of fact, the autopsy 
was performed on Sir Astley’s 
body after death and nothing was 
found which accounted for his in­ 
ability to sleep on his left side; he 
had some adhesions around the 
gallbladder, but that should point 
to an inability to sleep on the 
right side if anything. 
Studies o i Sleeping Position* 
The question pops up again and 
again and lately, in an issue of 
The Lancet. A physician in Birm­ 
ingham states that 
he has for 
many years made notes of the 
positions which his parents took 
during sleep and has made in­ 
quiries from ev ery av ailable col­ 
league or friend. “It soon 
be­ 
came clear,’' he states, “that this 
was definitely characteristic for 
each indiv idual. The indiv idual 
seldom v aried the position and 
when he did he was fully con­ 
scious 
that 
he 
had made 
a 
change.” 
Sleeping Habit* 
Sleeping habits change with age 
changes. Children like to sleep on 
their abdomen, face down, and 
many people retain this infantile 
habit until quite late in life. Most 
adults, if they take a nap in the 
day, do not sleep on the back. 
Most adults at night sleep on one 
side or the other, mov ing from 
side to side. 
Disease sometimes makes some 
difference in sleeping habits. The 
Birmingham physician found that 
people with angina pectoris av aid- 
ed sleeping on the left side. This 
is partially understandable be­ 
cause angina pectoris means pain 
in the heairt, the heart is on the 


left 
side 
and 
that side would 
naturally be av oided. 
Subjects of Speculation. 
Do sleeping habits induce any 
disea.ses? 
The 
gentleman 
from 
Birmingham thinks that they do. 
He believ es that sleeping on the 
abdomen for any long period in 
life is inclined to induce liv er 
and gallbladder disease. He says: 
“I asked patients specifically if 
there was any period in their liv es 
when they slept on their abdo­ 
men. Many people who did so for 
long period.s were cases of either 
past 
or 
present liv er 
or 
gall 
bladder disease.” 
While these observ ations are In­ 
teresting for speculation, I would 
be v ery skeptical as to their real 
v alue.

A. R.—What 
would 
cause 
a 
boy, 17 years old, to hav e one side 
of the chest sunk in? Does this 
hav e any effect 
on the 
heart? 
Would it hinder him from pass­ 
ing an army physical test?

kind is probably due to rickets, 
which was acquired in childhood. 
It

not 
affect 
the heart. 
Whether or not he can pass an 
army examination would depend 
on how extensiv e it is.

WASHINGTON — Mom and 
more people on Capitol Hill and 
in the gov ernment are now won­ 
dering how much faith they can 
place in the nav y's official an­ 
nouncements. 
Beginning 
with 
the announcement of losses at 
Pearl Harbor and coming down to 
Knox’s recent unsuccessful argu­ 
ment with the Truman commit­ 
tee ov er submarine losses, the un­ 
fortunate effect has been to shake 
public confidence in nav y com­ 
muniques. 
Late.st Incident was the speech 
of Capt. liCland Lov ett, usually 
efficient chief of nav y press re­ 
lations, at the National News­ 
paper Promotion association in 
New York in which he told how 
the nav y was using helicopters 
to combat the submarine. 
Capt. Lov ett went into some 
detail regarding the use of heli­ 
copters ov er Atlantic sea lanes. 
Howev er, a careful check in army, 
nav y and maritime circles dis­ 
closes that not one helicopter is 
in use on U. S. ships today. 
Furthermore, the platform on 
one ship from which a helicopter 
experiment will be made, has not 
yet been completed. The experi­ 
ment should take place within 
two weeks. 
Program Bungled. 
In other words, Capt. Lov ett 
was either badly misinformed, or 
else was pulling the chestnuts out 
of the fire for his superior offi­ 
cers who bungled the helicopter 
program. Or there may be one 
other explanation. The Truman 
committee report, criticizing the 
nav y for not using helicopters, 
had been sent to the nav y in ad­ 
v ance and was about to be pub­ 
lished. Lov ett’s speech, made one 
day before, might hav e been for 
the purpose of forestalling the 
Truman committee. 
But all this, amazing as it is, 
is not the complete story. 
Inside 
fact is that the nav y not only has 
not done anything about helicop­ 
ters until the past few days, but 
actually has been opposing them, 
despite appeals from the maritime 
commission, the coast guard and 
ot some extent from the army that 
helicopters are the only way to 
lid. the submarine. 
Admiral Howard Vickery, crack 
production expert of the maritime 
commission, was one of the first 
to see the adv antages of the heli­ 
copter. 
Another was Capt. Wil­ 
liam Kossler of the coast guard. 
They pointed out that if merchant 
ships could carry their own “eyes” 
at sea, spotting submarines miles 
away, U. S. shipping could be 
made relativ ely safe. 
Helicopters can hov er ov er the 
sea at night, dropping flares to 
show up submarines on the sur­ 


face, 
More and more, subs are 
surfacing at night, cruising at top 
speed to close in on helpless mer­ 
chant ships. 
Spotting U -Boais 
The maritime commission and 
coast guard also hav e pointed out 
that helicopters, when carried on 
merchant ships, can do exactly 
what the Germans hav e done, sur­ 
v ey the sea from the air. 
Giant 
German bombers cruise ov er the 
north Atlantic, sight a conv oy and 
then inform the sub packs where 
they are. 
Similarly, helicopters 
could sight subs and Inform pro­ 
tecting destroyers where to look 
for them. 
But despite these arguments, the 
nav y as late as April 11, ijust 
ten 
days 
before 
Capt. 
Lov ett 
stated that the nav y was activ ely 
using helicopters) sent a report 
to the lend-lca.sc administration 
expressing opposition by the nav al 
airmen to helicopter manufacture 
by Henry Kaiser for the British. 
Nev ertheless, 
Kaiser 
Is 
going 
ahead with an important contract 
for the British. 
Chief opponent of the helicopter 
has been Capt. Morton K. Flem­ 
ing in the nav y’s bureau of aero­ 
nautics. Supposed to be the nav y’s 
rotary wing expert, he has con­ 
sistently pooh-poohed the idea. 
This may be one reason why it 
didn’t come to the attention of 
Admiral Ernie King, commander 
of the fleet, until recently. 
Fin­ 
ally, King wrote a directiv e, in 
effect 
circumv enting 
his 
own 
nav al airmen, and asking the coast 
guard to dig into the question of 
helicopters. 
Fleming 
ev en 
had 
some talks with officials of the 
Sikorsky plant, chief manufac­ 
turer of helicopters, tending to 
discourage them regarding use by 
the nav y. 
As a result of all this. It ha.s 
only been within the latter part 
of April that the decks hav e been 
cleared for what may be one of 
the major solutions to the menace 
of the submarine. 
Ickes and Coal. 
There was one thing the coal 
operators didn’t realize when they 
let the coal negotiations drag so 
long without, making John L. 
Lewis an offer—namely, that the 
gov ernment iVelf would take ov er 
the mines and that their operation 
would be in the hands of tough, 
crochety, honest Harold Ickes. 
Now they realize, howev er, that 
Ickes doesn’t plan to giv e the 
mines up immediately after settle­ 
ment of the coal strike. 
Just what his plans are no one 
knows, probably are not definitely 
formulated in his own mind. But 
it may well be that the mine.« ; will 
be kept in gov ernment hands for 
the duration.

livestock feed « upply situation for 
the rest of the war, the adminis- 
traticn soon may ex tend its con­ 
trol over the distribution of corn, 
other feed grains and protein feeds 
to as.sure their efficent use. 
Although no official decisions 
have been made, serious consider­ 
ation is being given to proprsals 
for government rcqusitioning of 
corn from growers, feeders and 
others having supplies deemed in 
ex cess of current requirements, 
and 
for the rationing of protein 
feeds made from fish meal, tank­ 
age, meat scraps, cottonseed and 
soybeans. 
From a national standpoint, the 
supply of corn, assuming guod 
weather, would be sufficient to 
meet anticipated needs of dairy, 
hog, poultry and cattle farmers. 
However, most of the corn is con­ 
centrated in the mid-west and 
tends to remain there. As a con- | 
sequence, many feeders in the j 
east, south and west are having 
j 
difficulty obtaining supplies. 
1 
Some food authorities argue that i 
the government should requisition 1 
ex cessive midwestern supplies tol 
assure feeders in all areas of essen­ 
tial supplies. 
Only by keeping 
all feeders in the bu.siness can the 
production of meat, dairy and 
poultry products be maintained at 
a max imum level, they say. 
The war food administration is 
attempting to meet part of the 
feed needs of deficit areas by 
bringing in surplus wheat from 
Canada. The quantity which can 
be supplied in this manner is 
limited, however, by a shortage 
of transportation facilities. 
The protein feed problem Is 
considered especially serious. An 
agriculture departm ent committee, 
after a survey, reporhs that, as­ 
suming "effective distribution” of 
protein feeds by classes of live­ 
stock, there should be enough 
during the nex t 18 months to feed 
all hogs only about 85 per cent as 
much 
as

desirable, 
poultry 86 per cent, dairy cows

sheep as much as they have been 
fed in the past.

new jobs w'hile their old work was 
taken over by their former fellow 
employ es, vcorking longer hours.

But mo.st bu-smess firm.s are 
bound by law or by labor agree­ 
ments to pay time and a half for 
all work in excess of 40 hours. 
Their 
employ es’ 
weekly 
wages 
would advance 30 per cent, while 
the firm pay rolls — considering 
that there would be fewer em­ 
ploy es—would go up abcut eight 
per cent. 
This, said the WMC, 
would bring new demands for 
price increases. 
The WMC has 
ordered the 48-hour w'cek only for 
39 areas which have labor short­ 
ages and for three Industries on a 
nationwide ba.sis: 
Steel, lumber­ 
ing and non-ferrous metals min­ 
ing.
